He initiated the S.C. Extension Service Hall of Fame to 
recognize and honor outstanding county agents of the past and 
present. 

Dobbins supervises the state agricultural education 
administrative staff who assist agricultural educators in more 
than 100 schools in South Carolina. He serves as superintendent 
of the livestock division of the S.C. State Fair and founded the 
popular Commissioner’s School for Agriculture held at Clemson 
University each summer. 

A widely recognized leader in public education, Dobbins 
serves as the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Anderson 
County School District Four and is an active member of the S.C. 
School Boards Association. 

“Dr. Dobbins is a strong believer in keeping agriculturalists 
informed of the latest scientific technology, crop improvement 
systems and marketing strategies,” John Parris said. “He has a 
positive vision for the future of agriculture in South Carolina that 
inspires agriculturalists, legislators, educators and other friends 
to join him in making his goal an exciting reality,” he added.
